Subprofessional Training 
Committee 

OLA and the State Library sponsored Sub- 
professional Training Workshops on college 
campuses for the third time in June 1961. 
Four workshops were held with 146 sub- 
professionals and one order clerk attending. 
The General or Library Orientation Work- 
shop attracted 46, Reference (held in two 
locations) had 79, and Young Adult had 22. 

From every angle, reports are coming in 
that participants feel they can apply a great 
deal of the information received to their own 
work situation. Attendance was lower than 
expected, but the teaching staff seems to 
agree with committee members that smaller 
groups are more effective. 

It is interesting to note that although the 
Young Adult Workshop had the lowest at- 
tendance, that topic has the most votes for 
next year. 

As chairman of the committee, I wish to 
again express appreciation to each and every 
one who has helped on the project. Adminis- 
trators have given their professional staffs 
time to plan and teach in the workshops, uni- 
versities have given use of their facilities, 
the State Library has cooperated in evefy 
phase of the work, and the participants seem 
to think they have gained a great deal. 

The committee is still working on evalua- 
tion and hopes to submit an official report 
to the OLA Executive Committee in the next 
few weeks.

The Annual Conference of the American 
Library Association was attended by almost 
5,000 librarians who attended 450 meetings 
during the week-long conference. 
meetings included two sessions of 
and an open membership meeting.

John Eastlick, Director of the Denver Pub- 
lic Library, gave an outstanding paper en- 
titled “This Nation of Ours.” Eastlick pointed 
out the many diversities of library service 
and the many problems which libraries face. 
He mentioned the “extensive shortage of per- 
sonnel,” the development of library coopera- 
tion, of which he stated, “it is not state 
library laws which prohibit the development 
of cooperation, but rather the attitude of the 
people of the political units, including li- 
brarians.” Mr. Eastlick feels that censorship 
will be one of the greater problems of li- 
braries in coming years. He said we must 
stand together to see that our basic concepts 


of freedom of ideas and information are 
maintained. 
At the first Council session, ALA

Councilor announced that the OLA Execu- 
tive Board had approved an additional gift 
of $800 to the Headquarters Building Fund, 
which brings total OLA contributions to

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Checkpoints . . . Questioning the Questionnaire 
By Dr. Guy A. MARrco,

Another million-mark has been attained! 
It seems that modern research (according to 
the Revue de la Documentation) is now pro- 
ducing more than one million published 
papers annually—in addition to sixty thous- 
and different books and some _ hundred 
thousand reports. While no single library has 
to ccnfront all of this polyglottal, pan- 
disciplinary pile of print (I think of it as 
cne soaring paper column, similar in size and 


shape to the Washington Monument), all 
librarians suffer to some degree from the 


effects of unrestrained bibliogenesis. We are 
pelted with new editions (different from the 
old, as a rule, only by virtue of a higher 
price and the omission of some useful fea- 
ture), new novelists (“fresh voices” with still 
more stories about their imaginary species, 
humanus cuniculus), and new magazines 
(destined to last three issues, each a different 
size and all with somewhat different names). 


Ortega y Gasset predicted, in 1934, that “if 
each new generation continues to accumulate 
printed paper in the same proportion as the 
last few generations, the problem posed by 
the excess of books will become truly terri- 
fying. The culture which has liberated men 
from the primitive forest now thrusts him 
into the midst of a forest of books no less 
inextricable and stifling.”” His solution in- 
vclved none other than ourselves; he asked: 
“Is it too Utopian to imagine in a not too 
distant future librarians held responsible by 
society for the regulation of the production 
of books, in order to avoid the publication 
of superfluous ones, and, on the other hand, 
to guard against the lack of those demanded 
by the complex vital problems in every age?” 
While one-quarter of a century is hardly an 
adequate test run for a Utopia, I discern no 
signs that this responsibility will soon be 
thrust upon our humble profession. (Pos- 
sibly we are unworthy to police the torrent 
of pulp, since the bulk of our own profes- 
sional literature grows steadily more formid- 
able: the Library Journal, for instance, was 
two inches thick in 1940, while the 1960 
issues take up a half-foot of shelving.) 


Nevertheless, reading Ortega’s essay, which 
appears in the current Antioch Review, I 
began to think of what I would do, given 
the power to regulate the raging presses. 
And I decided that my first move would 


be to declare a moratorium on questionnaire 
surveys, for perhaps five years as a starter. 
(The need for occasional moratoria in nearly 
all areas of activity has been largely un- 
recognized by our society. If I were dream- 
ing in a less restricted Utopia, I would in- 
stigate moratoria on new automobiles, AM 
radio programs and, of course, baseball’s 
American League.) 

The evil that smolders in most question- 
naire surveys is elusive but potent, and 
everyone carries about great stores of mis- 
information gleaned from some now-forgot- 
ten “study.” How much bad research (the 
kind we want to eliminate) lurks in those 
beguiling percentages and absolute-looking 
tabulations! And how easy it seems to 
operate the device: one asks a group of 
people something, one organizes their an- 
swers, one comments—one has researched. 
Moreover, one’s readers will probably accept 
the most startling conclusions which one 
offers. 

A sparkling example of the questionnaire 
survey at its impeccable worst may be found 
in the Saturday Review of last May 13, in a 
piece called “Rating the American News- 
paper.” This feast of blunders began with an 
unscientific sample, proceeded with mislead- 
ing and ambiguous questions, accepted a 
mere 50% return as adequate, and presented 
the so-called findings in a manner so be- 
fuddling as to approach the farcical. (One 
of the solemn conclusions derived was that 
5% of journalism professors in American 
universities are not acquainted with the New 
York Times.) But reader reaction to this 
effort, judging from letters which the editor 
has printed, falls in the area of 
delight.

Another recent survey, even more lyrically 
received by the public, was that conducted 
by Dr. Kinsey. His interesting generalizations 
were judged worthless on methodological 
grounds; as statistician W. Allen Wallis put 
it: “ ... it now seems to me that the inade- 
quacies in the statistics are such that it is 
impossible to say that the book has much 
value beyond its role in opening a broad and 
important field” (see his Statistics, A New 
Approach, p. 18). But the Kinsey conclusions 
linger with us, serving to compound the com- 
plexities of human relationships. 

Most surveys are more modest in scope, 
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but the bad ones are just as insidious in their 
own small fashion, and cutting them off at 
the source would mark one score for the 
Cause. 

But librarians are not yet official regula- 
tors of publication, and apparently must re- 
main slaves to its vicissitudes. Or can we 
rattle the chains a little? Can we not, at 
least, be vigilant about pseudo-surveys, and 
spread the warning when we notice one? 
Can we not return to the senders, with plain 
comments, questionnaires so constructed that 
only confusion can come from them? Can 
we not discourage friends and associates— 
unless they are skilled in the technique 
—from hazarding such studies of their own? 
This much I think we can and must do, not 
only to reduce the deluge of print, but to 
shrink the burden of untruths we all sustain 
in our search for knowledge.

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Results of Circulation Control Study Now Available 


The Council on Library Resources, Inc., in 
cooperation with the Library Technology 
Project of the American Library Association 
and the Special] Libraries Association, com- 
missioned George Fry & Associates, manage- 
ment consultants, to undertake a comprehen- 
sive, nation-wide study of circulation control 
to identify the most effective systems and 
to develop new adaptations designed to assist 
librarians in this important area. 


The findings, conclusions, and general rec- 
ommendations of the investigation are em- 
bodied in a recently published report entitled 


Study of Circulation Control Systems. 


As stated in the introduction to the report, 
each library, to a great degree, reflects the 
character and the philosophy of its own li- 
brarian. Individuality in a library is, of 
course, highly desirable, though few librar- 
ians would seek to be different at the ex- 
pense of economy and service, knowing that 
such individuality cannot be justified in the 
library profession any more than it can in 
any other activity responsible for the expen- 
diture of funds. In many libraries, uneco- 
nomical procedures have evolved because of 
the lack of objective guides. 


Because of the wide variation in library 
requirements, no one circulation control sys- 
tem can be universally applicable. Even a 
report such as this, general in coverage as 
it must necessarily be, cannot suggest to a 
librarian that he adopt a given system of 
circulation control. For this reason, recom- 
mendations for specific circulation control 
systems are contained in separate circulation 
system selection manuals which provide spe- 
cific data and work sheets to assist the li- 
brarian in determining the most economical 
and efficient system which will meet the 
specific requirements of his library. These 
manuals are available as separate publica- 
tions and, as a convenience to the reader, are 
also included in the appendix to the main 
report. 


The time and cost data developed in this 
study are in accordance with standard busi- 
ness practices and are based on actual studies 
of operations in a number of libraries.

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WELCOME TO CINCINNATI

Cincinnati and Hamilton County Public Library 


Cincinnati has been crowned Queen City 
of the West and compared to Rome with its 
seven hills. Since her beginnings in 1788, 
she has had her share of critics. In the 1820s, 
Mrs. Trollope thought her citizens crude and 
uncouth. Mr. Dickens found them agreeable. 
Adjectives describing Cincinnati almost out- 
number her population of more than 500,000. 
She has been called dowdy, old-fashioned, 
beautiful and ugly, conservative and free, 
charming and time-worn, picturesque, boring 
and serene. In September 1961, visiting 
sportswriters wrote her off the map with 
such comments as Russia would never at- 
tack a city that looked bombed already and, 
as for the humidity, Cincinnatians should 
swim to work, preferably with water wings. 


Cincinnatians, a friendly group, welcome 
all new critics to our town. We hope that 
you will see some of our best old buildings 
and tallest trees, museums and parks, as well 
as new suburbs, expressways and other signs 
of progress. Mostly we hope that while you’re 
enjoying the convention, you will get the 
flavor of an old city that likes its past, mixed 
with its present and future. 


Cincinnati without the Ohio River is in- 
conceivable. From the time the first settlers 
arrived by flatboat, the river was queen, 
commercially and aesthetically. The first 
steamboat appeared on the Ohio in 1811, and 
in only a few years shipbuilding became a 
major industry. Before the Civil War, almost 
1,000 steamboats were built here. The 
Natchez, famous for its race with the Robert 
E. Lee, was a Cincinnati boat. Other ways 
of travel usurped the place of the river 
packets, and around World War I towboats 
and barges were a rare sight. Now the Ohio 
River is again a busy thoroughfare, carrying 
thousands of tons of freight and, in season, 
countless pleasure craft. 


Cincinnati has always been diversified in 
interests and industries. Leading the world 
in manufacture of machine tools, playing 
cards and soap, she also produced the first 
printer in the Northwest Territory, the Mc- 
Guffey readers, and the first professional 
baseball team, Cincinnati’s Red Stockings. 
She still has something for everyone: sport 
fans, musicians, artists, gourmets and garden- 
ers, and visiting librarians who may be all 
of these. 


When you register at the Netherland Hilton 
Hotel for the OLA Convention on October 26, 
you will receive an envelope containing a 
map of the city, a list of restaurants, libraries 
and bookstores, an OLA program and some 
descriptive publications of the Public Library 
of Cincinnati and Hamilton County. Your 
hotel will provide a free copy of Your Host, 
a guide to what’s going on in Greater Cin- 
cinnati. In it is an excellent map of down- 
town, to make a walking tour pleasant. 


Specific directions are deliberately not 
listed. After all, everyone knows librarians 
can find anything, especially with the help 
of a telephone directory and a map. Along 
Fourth Street and the Carew Tower's Arcade, 
connecting Vine and Race Streets, there are 
fine specialty shops and department stores. 
Another department store at Seventh and 
Race has everything from artificial asters to 
zigzag sewing machines. 


All buses and most roads lead to Fountain 
Square, once a roofed market place, now 
dominated by the 43-foot Tyler Davidson 
Fountain, topped by the figure of a woman, 
the Genius of Water, with arms outstretched 
and water spraying down from her hands. 
Just below her, four groups of figures drama- 
tize the principal uses of water, while around 
the rim of the basin boys mounted on a 
dolphin, bird, snake and turtle show the 
pleasures of water. The boy on the turtle 
is fondly called Turtle Joe. 


Walking around town, you'll see new build- 
ings of Procter and Gamble and the Kroger 
Company, the Terrace Hilton Hotel with its 
lobby on the eighth floor, and, of course, the 
contemporary Public Library of Cincinnati 
and Hamilton County, in striking contrast to 
the old, well-preserved brick houses sur- 
rounding the small and charming Lytle Park. 

Across the street from Lytle Park is the 
Taft Museum, open from 10 to 5 weekdays, 
2 to 5 on Sunday. An elegant white house 
built in 1820 in early Federal style, it was 
formerly the home of the Charles Phelps 
Taft family. Its handsomely proportioned 
rooms still convey the feeling of a gracious, 
private house. Some of the paintings by 
Corot, Millet, Goya, Reynolds and Turner 
still hang where they did when the Tafts 
lived there. 


It is pleasant to visualize William Howard 
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Taft, in the summer of 1908, on the portico 
steps where he was formally notified of his 
nomination as Republican candidate for the 
Presidency. Or, later, when he watched the 
balloon ascension and fireworks in his honor 
from Cincinnati’s once-favorite steamer, the 
Island Queen. 


Among other things, the Museum is noted 
for its collection of enamels, French Renais- 
sance jewelry, Chinese porcelains and Italian 
majolica. Lovely formal gardens surround the 
building, and free concerts and lectures add 
to the pleasure of its visitors. 


As a part of the Conference, you can regis- 
ter in advance for a tour of Public or College 
and University Libraries. Both tours, sched- 
uled for 2 to 5 Friday afternoon, include new 
buildings. On Thursday from 3 to 5, four 
college libraries are having open house: Our 
Lady of Cincinnati, Villa Madonna, Xavier 
University and Mt. St. Joseph. 


Although there will be no formal tours of 
the city, you can drive north on Gilbert Ave- 
nue to many of Cincinnati’s star attractions. 
Closest is the Museum of Natural History, 
oldest of its kind west of the Alleghenies. 
Collections range from sea shells and fossils 
to downtown birds and a dinosaur. A plan- 
etarium was added to its new building this 
September. 


A block north is the entrance to Eden Park, 
with its winding boulevard, reservoir, and 
view of Mt. Adams. Here is the Krohn Con- 
servatory where tropical and rare plants vie 
with Easter lilies in season. Beyond the 
overhead bridge is a lake where the young, 
whatever their age, sail boats in summer or 
ice skate in winter. Jutting out and around 
the lake is a marvelous spot to park and 
watch moving trains, cars and river boats 
below. From this point you can see Ken- 
tucky and the graceful curves of the river 
bed. 


Beautifully situated, high in Eden Park, 
is the Cincinnati Art Museum, an impressive 
Romanesque building over seventy years old 
and containing seventy-five exhibition rooms 
and galleries. This museum is distinguished 
for its varied collections and the masterful 
way they are shown, whether Old Masters 
or the musical instruments strung on wire in 
playing positions. 

Through the arrangement of its growing 
collections of paintings, prints, sculpture and 
decorative objects, visitors can trace the his- 
tory of civilization from its beginnings. 
Guided tours, free lectures and classes, a 
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library and handsome publications are part 
of the Museum’s increasing appeal to people 
of all ages. Visitors are welcome daily from 
10 to 5 and 2 to 5 on Sundays. 


The Contemporary Arts Center, housed in 
the Museum and independently operated, has 
no permanent collection but presents lively 
shows of the best in graphic arts, photogra- 
phy and the latest in local and international 
painting. 


You can see another kind of display at the 
Cincinnati Zoological Gardens, open daily 
from 9 to 5, and one of the oldest and largest 
in the country. A wide variety of animals 
are shown in a natural setting, some in bar- 
less grottoes. The Zoo is also famous for its 
Summer Opera, where coloratura sopranos 
may have to out-sing a lion. You can also 
explore Cincinnati’s oldest building, the 
Kemper Lane log cabin, moved to the Zoo 
many years ago. 

Sightseers are usually in need of some 
pleasant and leisurely dining. If you’d like 
to feel you’ve traveled further than Cincin- 
nati, try one of our three French restaurants, 
all awarded Holiday Magazine’s highest hon- 
ors. Or sample the exotic from shish kebab 
and baklava to potato pancakes and blintzes, 
from lasagna and veal parmesan to chow har 
kew and shrimp in lobster sauce. Restaurants 
that feature Southern fried chicken and other 
good American dishes are of course included 
in the more specific list in your OLA en- 
velope and Your Host. 


If you have free time for entertainment, 
there are first-run movie houses conveniently 
located downtown, and three suburban the- 
aters showing foreign or art films: the Guild, 
Hyde Park and Esquire. From October 23 
through 28 you can see and hear Kurt Weill's 
enchanting Three Penny Opera at the Shu- 
bert Theater. On Thursday and Saturday 
nights, Glenn Gould is soloist with the Cin- 
cinnati Symphony Orchestra. Max Rudolf 
conducts the program of Beethoven, Smetana 
and Bartok at Music Hall. On Saturday at 
2 p. m., two football games are scheduled. 
The University of Cincinnati plays North 
Texas and Xavier University, for its home- 
coming game, plays The Citadel. 


We hope that you won’t miss one of the 
nicest views in the city, through the steel 
louvers of the Tower Room in our Public 
Library downtown. In the distance, across 
peaceful Piatt Park, guarded by statues of 
two Ohio Presidents, are the spires of St. 
Peter in Chains Cathedral, the Covenant- 
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First Presbyterian Church, the Plum Street 
‘1emple, City Hall, and the hills beyond—a 
symbolic sight to many Cincinnatians who 
like to think that in our city everyone can 
live in harmony and

LIBRARIES IN THE NEWS 


The new DAWES MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
at Marietta College was dedicated in June. 
The library will have space for 250,000 vol- 
umes and seating for 650 readers. 


Kenyon College has awarded contracts for 
a new $1,000,000 GORDON KEITH CHAL- 
MERS MEMORIAL LIBRARY. Completion 
date for the library has been set for fall 1962. 


The TWINSBURG LIBRARY moved in 
August to new temporary quarters. The new 
owners of the previous library site for 51 
years plan to raze the building. 


LOGAN-HOCKING DISTRICT LIBRARY 
has received a $100 gift from the estate of 
Evaline Harrington, former public school 
teacher.

Scholarships 

The State Library Board at its June meet- 
ing authorized the use of Library Services 
Act funds for three scholarships of $2,090 
The purpose of the scholarships is to 
try to accomplish two things: first, to bring 
into the profession capable people who, with- 
out the assistance of a scholarship, would not 
go to library school; second, to earmark for 
Ohio libraries several capable graduates each 
year.

Conditions for awarding the scholarships 
have not yet been approved by the Library 
Board but they probably will require: grad- 
uation from an approved four-year college 
or university; an interest in library work as 
a career; acceptance scholastically and per- 
scnally by an accredited library school; and 
working two years after graduation in an 
Ohio library serving rural areas. If the 
scholarship recipient is unable to complete 
the full training or fails to work in an Ohio 
library for the two-year period after grad- 
uation, he or she

Scholarship grants will be made available 


for enrollment in a library school beginning 
this fall.
